Mr. Titas Oates ( formerly a Mini- 
ſter of the Church of Fgland) accuſed upon Oath, before the 
King and Council, and not long Nrer alſo before the two Horſes of Par- 
liament, feveral Rowan Catholicks, fome Perlons of Quality; (and a- 
mongſt the'reſt, the Lord Viſcount Stafford,,) of th#h Treaſon, for in- 
tending and deſigning the Death of the King, the ivtroducing of Pope- 
ry, and ſubverſion of the Government.

My Lotd Stafford (as the Managers 
declared) is not hitherto proved, but only ſ#ppoſed-a Party in the Conlpi- 
racy ;, The Plot in general is direaly charged upon the Pepifts in general, 
and they muſt anſwer to the general Indictment; wherefore, though it 
be not my Deſign to defend Fopery, yet I think it very pertinent and ne- 
 ceſſary,before we enter upon my Lord's ſpecial Charge and Defenlion, to 
inſert here ſome of thoſe many things the Papiſts in general often did, 
and ſtill do conſtantly alledge again(i the Premiſſes, in vindication -of 
their Innocence.

Fitſt, That the Accuſer be a Credible Witneſs, that is, not tainted with 
notorious Crimes or Villanies ; for he that hath loft a ſenſe of oral 


Homefty, hath loſt his right to z#voral Credit, and may be indifferently preF

Secondly, That the Accuſation be ſtrengthened with probable Circun- 
antes; Circumſtances which bring along with them ſome appearance

Here is a Plot ( forſooth) contrived by the Papiſts, at a time when 
they had leaſt, or rather no reaſon, to ſeek a Change; To&/ the King, 
by whoſe merciful indulgence they lived in Peacez To wade through 
blood to an uncertain liberty, which they already ſufficiently enjoyed;

( though gainful)) Oathes of two Izfaxrons Perſons : The one (vis)

Prance, ſelf Condemmed of Falſbood herein, by the teſtimony of his own 
Mouth ;- for he once Swore he was an Actor in the ſaid Mmrder; and 
ſoon after before the King and Council, unſwore what he bad ſaid, and 
Proteſted upon his Salvation, he knew zothing of it. There are further- 
more ſome remarkable and prefling circumitances, which the Papiſts 
urge in their own defence herein; One is, that Sir Edmandbury God- 

was eſteemed by all, a moderate man, and particularly 1:dulgent 
to Catholicks. - And 'tis not credible the Papiſts would Murder their 
Friends ; elpecially in a conjundure of time, when it was to no pur- 
poſe, nor could any ways dtifle the Diſcovery of the F lot already 
made ; Nay, when they could not but ſee ſuch an Horrid Action,

The Aſſaſſines, to effe& their defign, mult feign a Quarrel, and call 
Fuſtice Godfrey out of the Street (a notable Policy ) to-keep the Peace, 
though none, Paſſengers, Soldiers or Neighbours, perceived any 
thing of this Tumult. When they had him in the Yard, they Stran- 
gled him with an Hankerchief, ( a very proper Inſtrument , ſtudyed 
and contrived before-hand-, to ftrangle a Man. ). After the buſineſs 
was done, they let him lie expoſed in. this open place , half living, 
half dead, above a quarter of an hour. At length they dragged him

all Comers and Goers 3) here they kept him two days, and then car- 
ryed him through ſeveral Courts., into ſeveral Rooms, and Apart- 
ments in Sorzerſet-Houſe 3 And having thus (to no purpoſe) toſſed him 
up and down from Jaturday till F/edneſday , they finally placed him 
(though tiff and Inflexible) in a Sedax, and carryed him to the Soho, 
and there ſet him aſtride on Horſe-back , to ride before Hil/ to the 
place where he was afterwards. found. + Bedlow depoſeth. Sir Edmund- 
bury Godfrey was Throtl'd with a Cravat ; Prance Swears it was with 
an Handkerchief, The names of the: Aſſaffines cited by Bedlow, are 
Prichard, Welſh, Le Phaire, and other Jeſuits. But the Murderers no- 
minated-by .Prance, are Greene, Hill, Bury, Gyrald and Kelly; _—

theſe two parties are quite different Actors 3 and ag far as apears by: 
the Evidence, neither their Netigns, nar Perſons well known to each 
ether. Prazce (aith, be ſaw the dead Body very. plairily in a low 
Room, by the light of a dark Lamthorn,, but what was thrown over 
it, he could not rell; Nor could he afterwards when required, go to. 
the Room where he (aid he ſaw it. Bedlow tells us he refuſed to have 
any hand inthe Aurder, tor which cauſe the Jeſuits, did not acquaint 
him who it was 3 yet they ſhewed him the dead Body in the preſence 
of many, who neither knew him, ngr he them ; Fragce bimſelt fur- 
ther declared, he never 'was in Bedlows company, till he came to 
Priſon. The main Afſafſines were ignorant of what reward they 
were to have; But Pedlow (though no'compartnerin the Murder, ) 
could tell there were Four Thouſand Pounds ordered, of which Two 
Thouſand Pounds were proffered to him alone, if he would bur affiſt 
' the reſt to convey away the Corps. This Murder is affirmed to have 
been committed on Saturday, the twelfth day of OFober (78.) at nine 
a clock at night; and the Body conveyed away on the Wedeſday fol-- 
lowing, about Midnight. In direct oppoſition to which, Zilh, Green, 
and Byry (who were Accuſed, Trycd and Exccuicd for this Fa&,) pro- 
duced thele Witneſſes. One Mrs. Tildez and Mrs. Broadſtreet, attelted 
that Hill ( who dwelt with them) never kept ill hours, but always 
came in by Eight of the Clock; That he could not go out afterwards, 
becauſe he waited at Table, and the Maid Catherixe Lee locked up the 
doors, and the Family went not to Bed till Eleven; That particularly 
he was at home on Seturdey night, when Sir Edmundbury Godfrey is ſaid 
to be Kill'dz and on Wedneſday night when carried away. James 
Warrier atteſted, That Greez (bis Lodger ) was in his Houſe and com- 
pany on Seturday OfFober the 12th. from ſeven till after ten at Night, 
and that he mas remembred it by his Work. The three Centinels, 
who Succeſlively kept ſtri& Guard on the aforeſaid Wedneſday Night, 
at the great Gaze at Sowerſet-Houſe (through which 'tis affirmed the Body 
was carried out in a Jedes) declared there went out that way no Sedar 
at any hour whatſoever, from. ſeven a Clock that Night, to four the 
next Morning The Amplitude of which Teſtimony includes at leaſt 
three hours ummediatly before and after the tune Sworn to by Praxce 
and Bedlow. Emry's Maid atteſted, That her Maſter came in that ſame 
Wedneſday in the Dusk of the Evening; went to Bed about 12. and 
could not well after that go out again, without her knowledge ; the 
paſſage to his Chamber being through hers. And it is moft worthy of 
Qbſervation, that this Baxy was, and profeſſed himſelf to be (both du- 
ring his Impriſonment, and at his very Death,) a Proteſtant of the Church 
land; Yet this Man, though after Condemnation he was proffer- 

ed his Life, if he would own the Fat; Nevertheleſs abſolutely deny- 
ed it-to his laſt Breath, And when the very Cart was drawing away

for crimes deteſted by God and Nature» This man ſurely can never 
die, without ſuch Conflicts of horrour and deſpair as will almoſt pre- 
vent the hand of the Executioner; yet there appeared in my Lord no 
other ſymptoms, then thoſe of a moſt pleafing Tranquility, as if Inno- 
cence had Guarded him; As if the Injuſtice of others had ſecured 
him As if the Holy Ghoſt had fortified him. As if Chriſt Jeſas had 
united him to his S#fferings, and undertaken hiscondud and defence. 


Hat very- morning he was to dye, he writ a Letter to his 
Lady which afterwards he delivered on the Scaffold toa 
Fricnd there preſent, the contents whereof are theſe. 


My Dear Wite, 


Have, I give God humble thanks, ſlept vwhis night ſome hours very 

quietly I would not dreſs me wntil 1 had by this given you thanks for 
all your great Love and Kindneſs wnto me, I ame very ſorry, that I have not 
deſerved it from you God reward you; Were I to live numbers of years, 
T aſſure you | would never omit any occaſion to let you know the Love I bear 
gon; I cannot ſay what I wonld, nor how well and many ways you have 
deſerved. God of His moſt infinite mercy ſend ws an happy meeting in 
Heaven. My lait requeſt unto you is, that you will bear my Death as well 
4s you can, for my ſake». I have now no more to do but as well as I can 
( though not ſo well 1s | would, ) to recommend my ſinful Soul unto the 
mercy of the Holy Trinity who through the Paſtion, Bloud and Merits of 
our Savour, T hope will mertifully grant me a place, (though the loweſt,) 
in Heaven, God grant it; And bleſs you and Onrs,

The Manner and Circumſtances of my Lord's Fmal End. 


Hen the hour appointed for his Death, drew near, he exſpe- 
Qed with ſome impatience the arrival of Mr. Liewtenent, tel- 
hng his Friends that were about him, he ought not to haſten his own 
death, yet he thought the time long till they came for him. A Gentle- 
man then with him in his Chamber put him in mind, that it was a 
cold day, and that his Lordſhip would do well to put on a Cloak or 
Coat to keep him warm; He anſwered; He would; for ( ſaid he ) I 
may perhaps ſhake for cold, butI truſt in God, never for fear. After 
ſome time ſpent in Spiritual diſcourſes, at length about Ten a Clock, 
word was brought him, That Mr. Lieutenant waited for him below 3 
upon which he ſweetly ſaluted his Friends, bidding them not grieve 
 forhim; for this was the happieſt day of all his Life 3 then he 1mme- 
diately went down, and walked along by the Lientexants Chair (who 
had the Gout) through a lane of Soldiers to the Barre without the 
Tower. There the I jentenant 'delievered him to the Sheriff, and the 
from thence Guarded him to the Scaffold erefted on Tower- EY. Al 
the 
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the way as he paſled, ſeveralthouſands of People crowded to: ſee him ; 
many civilly ſaJuted him; and few there were, amongſt that vaſt 
number, whoſe hearts were not texched and mollitied with Compaſſion 
for him. Having mounted the Scaffold there appeared: in his 'Coun- 
tenance ſuch an unuſual vivacity, ſuch a C hearfultreſs, ſuch a Confidence, 
ſuch a Candor, as if the Innocence of his Soul had ſhined through his 
Body. Nothing of that Moteal palenels, Nothing of thoſe Reludtances, 
Convulſions, and Agonies, incident to perſons in his condition, could 
in the leaſt be perceived in him. - He looked Death in the face with . 
ſoundaunted a Reſolution, as gave many occaſion to ſay; Grace had 
left in bime, no Reſentments of Neture. After a ſhort paule, viewing 
the People, and finding them attentive to what he ſhould ſay, he ſteprt 
to one fide of the Scaffold, and with a Graceful Air, and igtelligible 
Voice pronounced his laf# Speech as followeth.

Then turning from the Parſor, he applyed himſelf to his Friends 2+ 
bout him, whom he lovingly embraced, and with a pleaſant 7oice 
and Aſpe&t, bid them Adieu, for this World.

Then Bleſſing himſelf again 
with the Sign of the Croſ5, he repoſed his Head upon the Block, never 
thore to lifr it up, 'in this Mortel State. 

: The Heads-Mar took the Ax in his hand, and after a ſhort pauſe; 
Elevated it on high, as it were to take Aim, and (et it down again. 
A ſecond time he did ſo, and Sighed. The third time he gave the 
Fatal Blow, which ſevered my Lord's Head trom his Body, ſave only. 
a (mall part of the Skin and [ind-pipe, which was immediatly. cut off 
with a Kzife. | ; 

The Body after Seperation from the Head, Trembled a little, and Stir- 
red no more. The Head was received into a Black Silk Scarf, by two 
of my Lord's Friends, and retained by them, till the Sheriff called for 
it, and commanded the Executioner to hold it up to the view of the 
Multitude; The which he did, at the four Corners of the Scaffold ; 
Crying aloud, This is the Head of a Trayor. But however, the 'reople 
had been formerly poſſeſſed with prejudice both againſt my Lord's 
Pradices and Principles ; Yet now, they made no Acclawations at the 
ſight of the Bloud-dropping Head, nor (cemed much taken with the 
Jollity of the SpeFacle ; Some went away with Confufion and Remorſe, 
for their paſt hard ceyſure of him 3 Others conceived ſtrange appre- 
henſions and fears of God's Judgments enſuing Perjury, and Bloudſhed. 
Some again laid, My Lord was Drunk with Brandy; Others faid, Verily 


This was a juiF Man. The Papiſts who beſt knew his Iwnocencez And rye .1 a} 


who looked upon themſelves as in ſome meaſure Parties in his Suffer- 
ings; beheld this whole Tragedy with moſt tender Reſentments. They 
regarded him as a Vi&ime of Religion and Innocence. They mutually 
accompanied him with their Prayers, and Supplications to God in his 
behalt. They ſeemed to receive new Comfort and Conrage from his 
Chriſtian Magnanimity.
